REPORT FROM THE “ROUND ROOM?” 


These “Reports from the Round Room” have, since their 
introduction in 1954, become an integral part of the ‘Town Reports; 
valued as a means of explaining the conduct of the Town’s business 
each year, and as a way of introducing the current problems that 
will be brought to the forum of Town Meeting for consideration 
by the voters. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1960 


Growth of Assessables 

While there was an increase of the gross valuation of $47,930 
or 1.9 per cent this year, we believe that 1961 will show a greater 
percentage increase due to the greater number of buildings under 
construction in 1960 but that were not assessable on April Ist. 
This prospect is indeed heartening, but as always we must remem- 
ber that increased spending soon wipes out the chance of lowering 
taxes due to an increase in assessables. 


Realignment of Assessments 

Since 1957 it has been the policy of your Selectmen to value 
property at one hundred per cent of its fair sale value. The reasons 
for this were thoroughly explained in the report for that year and 
need not concern us here; what does concern us is the continuing 
problem of keeping abreast of real estate prices. To determine 
actual sale prices we have made direct inquiry of the buyer or 
seller, and/or by computing the sale price as indicated by the 
revenue stamps affixed to deeds; then this information was used as 
an indication to arrive at a fair sale value. However, we find that in 
using this method that the assessment on other property that has 
not changed hands may become disproportionate by comparison 
with the ones in the sales. As there have been many sales in the 
community, the situation became unfair and we therefore under- 
took to make a readjustment of valuations solely for the purpose of 
equalization throughout the town. 


Change in the Town Report 

You will notice in this Town Report in the “Detail of Pay- 
ments’ section, that long lists of individuals and firms have been 
omitted, and that instead there are headings stating the purposes 
for which the money was spent; for example: “new equipment,” 
“gravel’’, ‘repairs,’ etc. We submit that the purpose for which the 
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payment is made is more important and useful information than to 
name each person or company. However, in the case of Town 
Officers, labor on roads, and similar items of local interest, listing 
of the persons paid appears as usual. 


Fire Department 

The condition of the Fire Department deserves especial 
commendation, both in regard to the excellent condition of its 
physical equipment, and the efficient organization and good morale 
of its personnel. A visit to the fire station would show even a casual 
observer that everything is in “apple pie order.’’ We extend these 
sincere words of thanks to Mr. Earl Rowe and his associates for a 
job being well done. The men in the department may well feel a 
justifiable pride in their accomplishments; the time and effort 
spent in caring for and even building equipment, and in planning 
ahead is producing laudable results. 


The siren at Sutton Mills has been installed on the roof of the 
store and is proving its blatant worth in calling help for fires. The 
slight overdraft in this appropriation is nearly off-set by the 
balance in the Fire Department funds. A project that was super- 
vised and successfully completed by the Fire Department was the 
removal of a dangerous and unsightly ruin near the fire house. 


The old Model “B”’ fire truck was advertised for sealed bids, 
several were received and it was sold to the highest bidder for 
$131.00; this money is available to the Fire Department for 
their own use. 


Cemetery Well 

The well at the Millswood Cemetery is completed and now 
awaits the arrival of spring for the installation of a pump and 
piping into the cemetery. The cost to date is only $200.00 and it 
appears that the project can be completed within the appropriation 
of five hundred dollars. 


Town Hall 

This year the odds and ends of the Town Hall remodelling 
project have been completed so that the fine, old building has a 
new and more useful look. The hall is being used by several organ- 
izations and it is becoming the community center that it should be. 
There is a small sum of money ($145.17) still available for some 
minor improvement or purchase of a piece of equipment. 
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Ski Tow Project 


The Outing Club Inc. made rapid strides in their project to 
develop King’s Hill into a ski area even though it was not possible 
to open it for use this winter. Trails have been cleared, a splendid 
road constructed, and your Selectmen felt justified in turning over 
to the Club the one thousand dollars appropriated for the road. 
Anyone who has visited the hill must be favorably impressed with 
the beauty of the spot, and the practicability and progress of the 
undertaking to date. 


Perambulation 


According to the statute: “‘the lines between the towns in this 
stale shall be perambulated, and the marks and bounds renewed, once 
in every seven years forever, by the selectmen of the towns, ---.”’ RSA 
51:2. The lines of the adjoining Towns of New London and 
Bradford were due for perambulation this year and the actual 
walking was done on October 29, and November 12 respectively. 
An unusual feature of the New London line was the ‘‘discovery”’ 
of two markers that had not been visited by the Selectmen of either 
town since 1918. Starting at the bound at the North-West corner 
of Sutton the record of December 9, 1918 says: ““Thence east to a 
hemlock tree.” We were fortunate to locate the stump of said tree, 
but a logging operation had removed the tree; the letters ‘““TL”’ 
and dates are on the stump; as barbed wire in the tree had pre- 
vented the choppers from cutting low enough to remove all these 
marks. The other “‘lost’’ boundary is a stone in the end of a cross 
wall in the south-east corner of New London Selectman Richard 
Chatellier’s field. It was because Mr Chatellier called our attention 
to this marker that we were prompted to search the records for 
others, and hence the hemlock stump. Copies of the official return 
of the perambulation are printed directly following your Selectmen’s 
report, together with some pictures taken of some of the markers. 


Roads 


The T.R.A. funds were applied to further construction on the 
Roby Road. One-half mile, previously drained and graded, was 
graveled and the asphalt mix applied, and another one-half mile 
was drained, graded and graveled in preparation for asphalt mix 
next year. There is approximately one and two-tenths miles 
remaining to be constructed and it is estimated that the funds 
available in 1961 will permit widening, draining and grading of 
that section. 
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The Duncan Fund received in 1960 was $4,956.86, a seventy- 
three percent increase over the previous year. This money was used 
to buy and install seventeen culverts, and to apply an asphalt 
surface to the black roads in all the villages and the pieces of new 
oiling that were first installed the year before. A section of road 
from the old Nelson District School house to the residence of 
Clifford Ayer was constructed and oiled in conjunction with the 
Town of Newbury. The Pressey (Gowdy) Bridge stringers and 
plank were replaced this year using a portion of this Fund. 


Fuel Oil 

Bids from neighboring fuel dealers on the discount allowed on 
fuel oil for the town buildings and the school were requested and 
there were three replies. The most favorable bid was 1.2¢ lower 
than the one accepted the previous year. 


CURRENT PROBLEMS: 


“Bull Bridge” 

At the last Annual Meeting by vote of the Town this bridge 
and the road either side of it were closed temporarily, pending 
more information on costs of a bridge. A new estimate from the 
State Highway Department of the cost of such a bridge constructed 
with forty percent State funds remains the same as quoted last 
year: $25, 000.00; the Town’s share (60%) would be $15, 000.00. 
Another proposition is the installation of six, six by twenty-eight 
foot culverts. The cost of the pipe is $5,200, and in addition to that 
‘headers’ would have to be constructed, heavy equipment for 
digging and placing the culverts would have to be rented, and 
large amounts of material hauled in to cover the pipe and build up 
the road at an estimated additional cost of $7,000.00, or a total 
cost of $12,000.00. The State of New Hampshire would not share 
any of the cost for this culvert project. A third possibility is the 
replacement of the wooden crib abutments that are there now. 
And fourthly, this section of road and the bridge could be abandon- 
ed permanently. These proposals will be discussed with the 
Budget Committee, and the subject open for action at Town 
Meeting. It is our opinion that a reconstruction of the present type 
of bridge is not a satisfactory solution, and that the other two 
types of construction are too costly for what this bridge and high- 
way are worth to the Town, as there are roads and bridges which 
are more heavily travelled where the money could be spent to 
greater advantage. This is especially true since there is an excellent 
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paved road through the village over bridges in excellent condition. 


Water Supply for Town Hall 


At present, the water at the Town Hall is supplies by the 
owner of the store, it comes from his well, is pumped by his pump, 
and then is piped across the street. Although the supply in the 
well has always proved adequate the ability of the pump to keep 
up with the demand in two buildings causes both parties to be 
inconvenienced. It is unfair to expect the owner of the store to 
continue this arrangement forever. A second difficulty is that the 
pipe under the street is subject to freezing. Since the Town Hall is 
being used more and more we suggest that the Town should have 
its own water supply; an article in the Warrant will ask the Town 
what action they may wish to take to provide the same. 


North Sutton Cemetery 


It has become necessary to begin using the new section of the 
North Sutton Cemetery while all of the new area is not ready or 
occupancy, (as it were); and until the completion of the work of 
rock removal and grading it will not be a suitable place for burials. 
We submit that the entire area should be graded, grassed over, and 
fenced so that families may have lots there, and erect stones, 
without fear of disturbance by further construction. 


Fire Department Equipment 


By standards of the New Hamsphire Board of Underwriters 
fire equipment, pumps, trucks,etc., may receive a favorable rating 
for a period of twenty-five years from the time of their construction. 
The time when some of our equipment will have passed the quarter 
century mark is not far away and some thoughtful planning and the 
establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of equip- 
ment now would perhaps prevent a crisis in a few years. This 
problem also will be discussed in greater detail with the Budget 
Committee and be laid before the Town at the Annual Meeting. 


CONCLUSION 


The door of the ““Round Room’’ is always open to all who wish 
to come in to talk over their problems with us; we especially 
welcome persons interested in the welfare of Sutton, who will come 
in with helpful, constructive suggestions.

Pursuant to a notice by the Selectmen of the Town of Sutton to the 
Selectmen of the Town of Bradford, the undersigned met at the 
D. Moody Morse place in the Town of Bradford on the twelfth 
day of November 1960 at nine o’clock in the forenoon, the time 
and place specified in said notice, and proceeded to perambulate 
the line between said towns and renew the markers and bounds 
thereof and establish the same as follows: 


1. Beginning at the South West corner of Sutton and the South 
East corner of Newbury at a stone monument marked: S., B.., 
1895, 1925, 1932, 1939, 1946, 1953, which is established as 
the corner bound. 


2. The line thence runs South 88 degrees East 38 rods from the 
first bound to a stone bound on the East side of the highway, 
marked: T.L., 32, ’29, ’46, ’53, 60. 


3. Thence in the same direction 192 rods from the Newbury 
corner bound to a stone on top of the hill marked T.L., 1911, 
1925, ’32, ’39,’46, 53, the same is 78 feet south of the stone 
wall as surveyed by John Gillingham, November 3, 1932. 


4. Thence on the same course 320 rods, previous measure, from 
the first bound to a large, flat stone in the Henry V. Little 
pasture, so called, marked: T.L., 1925, ’32, ’39, ’46, ’53. 


5. Thence on the same course to a stone bound on the East side 
of the highway marked: T.L., ’46, ’53. 


6. Thence in the same direction to the North East bound of 
Bradford, and the North West corner of Warner at a large 
stone post marked: “‘B’”’ on the West side, ‘““W”’ on the East 
side, and “‘S’’ on the North Side, and with dates: ’25, ’32, ’39, 
’46, °53, this is about 153 rods from the bound in the H. V. 
Little pasture and 473 rods from the first mentioned bound. 
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All measurements and compass points are of previous record. 
All bounds marked ’60.

Pursuant to a notice by the Selectmen of New London to the 
Selectmen of Sutton, the undersigned met at the Bailey Farm, New 
London on the twenty-ninth day of October 1960 at one-thirty 
o'clock in the afternoon and proceeded to perambulate the Town 
Line between said Towns. 


1. Beginning at the Northwest Corner of Sutton on the South 
line of New London, about ten rods east of Charles Bailey’s 
(Fred Knowlton’s) South West Corner at a stone monument 
in a stone wall marked: T.L., S. and N.L., 1911, 1918, 1925, 
1932, 1939, 1946, 1953, 1960. 


2. Thence North 89 degrees East, 83 rods previous measure to a 
Hemlock stump marked: T.L., 1890, 1897, 1904, 1911, 1918, 
1960. This marker is last referred to in the return of the 
perambulation of 1918, and is noted as a Hemlock tree, but 
which has since been cut. We painted the top of the stump red, 
and cut ‘‘60” in a rock about three feet south of said stump. 


3. Thence North 89 degrees East, 85 rods, previous measure, to 
a stone in the end of a cross wall marked: T.L., 1890, 1897, 
1904, 1911, 1918, 1960. This being the south east corner of 
Richard Chatellier’s field, formerly the Morgan Brothers. 
This marker is last referred to in the return of the perambu- 
lation of 1918. 


4. Thence going North 89 degrees East to a stone monument on 
the West side of the road leading from the former Fred Todd’s 
residence to King Hill, marked: T.L., 1932, 1939, 1946, 
1953, 1960. 


5. Thence on the same course to a large boulder on the West 
side of the road leading from Sutton to Hominy Pot, marked: 
T.L., S. and N.L., 1911, 1918, 1925, 1932, 1939, 1946, 1953, 
1960. 
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Thence on the same course 234 rods, previous measure, to a 
stone monument on the West side of the road leading from 
Crockett’s Corner to Rowell Hill, marked: T.L., S. and N.L., 
1925, 1932, 1939, 1946, 1953, 1960. 


Thence 79 rods, previous measure, on the same course to a 
stone monument in the stone wall opposite Jacob Todd’s
